“*M.H.R.A.” 


Our readers know that for some time the Bulletin of the Association has 
been considerably reduced in size. This has been due to the heavy costs of 
the Bibliography, the Modern Language Review, and the first volume of our 
Research Series. The Committee has now decided that the Bulletin may 
resume its original size, and is taking this opportunity to issue it in a new and 
enlarged form, as an independent review, which will be supplied free of 
charge to all members of the Association. The present issue of the Bulletin, 
therefore, is the last which will appear in its present format. The review 
which will take its place will be entitled ““M.H.R.A.” Besides containing 
notices of interest to members and a chronicle of the activities of the Associa- 
tion, it will publish articles by members of the Association and occasional 
brief notices of books and other reviews. 

““M.H.R.A.” will, of course, in no way compete with the Modern Language 
Review, to which it is to be regarded as complementary. Articles judged un- 
suitable for the Modern Language Review may not infrequently be published, 
by arrangement, in the Bulletin, and vice versa. Books for review should in 
no case be sent to the Editor of ‘‘M.H.R.A.” but always to the Modern 
Language Review, the Editors of which will forward them to the Editor of 
““M.H.R.A.” if necessary. The Presidential Address of the Association will 
be printed each year in our new journal. 

*“*M.H.R.A.” will appear thrice yearly, in January, April and September. 
The first number will not be published until late in January, 1927, but 
succeeding numbers should appear approximately on the 15th of the month. 
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The journal will be conducted under separate editorship, the appointment of 
an Editor to be announced later. 

In this new venture, which, though its beginnings must be modest, we 
hope will grow, we ask the help of members of the Association in three ways: 
{1) We shall be glad to receive literary contributions, which may be sent for 
the present to the Honorary Secretary of the Association. (2) We shall also 
be glad to receive advertisements from those who can obtain them for us, in 
order to reduce as much as possible our initial expenditure. (3) We urge upon 
all members the increased opportunity for obtaining recruits to the Association 
now that we are able once more to publish a journal of normal size. 

The Hon. Secretary will be pleased to receive suggestions of any kind 
from members interested in the new form of the Bulletin. While he cannot 
promise acceptance of these suggestions, they will all be given careful con- 
sideration by the Committee, and the experience of members in such an 
important matter will be welcomed.
